First Says That He Argues For Re- 


moval of "Excessive Rates," Then 
Reverts to Old Stand Pat Theory. 
Trust Protection Is Pure Graft. 


In Mr. Taft's speech of acceptance 


he said: 


"The tariff in a number of schedules 


exceeds the difference between the cost 
of production of sucb. articles abroad 
and at home. Including a reasonable 
profit to the American producer. The 
excess over that difference serves no 
useful purpose, but offers a temptation 
to those who would monopolize the pro- 
dnction and sale of such articles iu 
this country to profit by the excessive 
rate." 


In Mr. Tart's "canned speech" con- 


trasting tho Republican and Democrat- 
ic remedies for trusts as we take it off 
the phonographic record he commends 
the Republican plan to control "illegal 
trusts" with "injunctire process" and 
"criminal prosecution." but condemns 
the Democratic plan of putting trust 
produced articles on the free list and 
thus removing the tariff wall which 
permits many trusts to charge mo- 
nopoly prices. Mr. Taft seems to have 
forgotten the statement quoted above 
from his speech of acceptance that too 
high duties tempt trusts— "those who 
would monopolize production and sale." 
He now reverts to the old stand pat 
theory that an ounce of cure is worth 
a pound of prevention. He would con- 
tinue the temptation of high duties 
and thetf enjoin and prosecute those 
who yield to the temptation. This is 
the more popular theory among the 
trusts, for if they are continually put- 
ting the swag into their 
pockets 


through high duties they will gladly 
risk "injunctions" and "prosecutions." 
They care as much about them as a 
dog cares about mosquitoes when he is 
devouring an ample roast. 


In the ^'canned speech" Mr. Taft 


says, referring to the putting of trust 
products on the free list: 


'•If such a course would be utterly

Until it Is shown that such 
case would arise it is idle to talk of 
the elimination of capital from indus 
try or the throwing of workmen out of 
employment 


The putting of trust products on the 


free list would reduce the monopoly 
prices of sugar, salt, lumber, steel 
iron, machinery, clothing, shoes, coal 
glassware, paints, paper, cutlery, tin- 
ware and many other articles to a 
more reasonable figure without injury 
to any interest except monopoly. To 
remove the "temptation to monopoly" 
is more effective than to enjoin men 
from yielding or to prosecute them 
after they have yielded.

PUNCTUATION. 


Originated by Aristophanes and Re- 


vived by Charlemagne. 


Punctuation, by means of stops anfl 


points, so as to indicate the meaning 
of sentences and assist the reader to a 
proper enunciation, is ascribed origi- 
nally to Aristophanes, a grammarian 
of Alexandria, Egypt, "who lived in the 
third century B. C. Whatever his sys- 
tem may have been, it -was subsequent- 
ly neglected and forgotten, but was re- 
introduced by Charlemagne, the vari- 
ous stops and symbols being designed 
by "VVarnefried and Alcuin. 


The' present system of punctuation 


introduced in the latter part of 


the fifteenth century by Aldus Manu- 
tins, a Venetian printer, who vras re- 
sponsible for our full stop, colon, semi- 
colon, comma, marks of interrogation 
and exclamation, parenthesis and dash, 
hyphen, 
apostrophe 
and quotation 


marks. These were subsequently cop- 
ied by other, printers until their use 
became universal. 


Most ancient language's were inno- 


cent of any system of punctuation. In 
many early manuscripts the letters 
are placed at equal distances apart, 
with no connecting link between, even 
in the matter of spacing, an arrange- 
ment which must have rendered read- 
ing at sight somewhat difficult.—Chi- 
cago News.

How to Preserve Pineapples. . 


The easiest method of preparing 


pineapples for preserves is to slice 
as much of the outside portion as pos- 
sible with a sharp carving knife. Next 
cut the slices as thin as possible and 
cut dark portions from the edge with 
a pair of sharp scissors. It Is a more 
convenient method than using a knife 
and less dangerous. Remove all core, 
weigh or measure- tbe fruit and use 
the same bulk of :sugar, pint for pint 
Use just enough water to make a thin 
sirup, letting it boil first before add- 
ing the fruit Test with the tines of a 
fork. When done- -seal in the usual 
mariner while the liquor is still at boil- 
ing point 


How to Scale Fish Properly. 


When scaling fish hold them under 


•water In a disbpan. The scales wil 
not fly nil over if" this is done, but 
-will fall to the 'bottom of the pan 
When tbe water has been, poured off oi 
them they can easily be transferred 
Into the garbage pail.

•will l>e free from the scales, which fly 
about if the fish Is scaled in the ordi 
nary way, and a great deal of extra 
and troublesome labor is saved. Dip 
ping tbe fish in boiling water for a 
moment and then into cold will make 
the scales come off without trouble or 
delay.
